Both institutions were reported to be in ood 
financial standing and both have experienced a ‘rather ¢ iffi- 
cult year, with different pressure from all sides caused by the 
war to a great extent, 

Mr. Coutts gave a very full outline of the work being done 
by the school division at the present time with regards to the 
setting up of a dormitory to enable rural students to compete 
in the educational field with town children. It no doubt put 
many a mind at rest, as there has in the past been many ques- 
tions bothering the taxpayer as to how. this merger of the two 
school institutions will effect the taxpayers wallet. Our thanks 
to you Mr, Coutts. 

Many thanks was given by Mr G. Graham to the ratepayers 
on behalf of the hospital board for the splendid co-operation 
that had been shown the hospital the pass year, and he wished 
everyones attention to be drawn to the fact that the hospital 
had been carrying on under great difficulties and mcreased 
expense because of war conditions that are still existant today 


The hospital financial statement (though ne’er a copy for 
anyone) was read and showed a financial strength that would 
be hard to beat by any or all hospitals, dn a per capita basis. 


Collections from patients showed over 80% of the accounts 
had been paid, which is a record that even the city hospitals 
can not hold a torch to. This is no doubt due’to our hospital 
matron, Miss Sim and Mr. Graham, who have been very diplo- 
matic in their collection efforts the past year. 


At the close of the meeting the council showed appreciation 
at the turnout which was larger than usual, however, we would 
like to point out at this time, that the gathering was not near! 
as large as it should have been. Many taxpayers lange an 
small alike were not represented, whether it shows that a lack 
of interest is prevalent, or whether it was other interests that 
detained these people, we are not prepared to say, but the fact 
has not altered, when things are not going smoothly in our 
civic affairs listen to the hollers and cries go up. To the peopl 
that do such hollering we say let them holler. They probably 
don’t mean it any way and are only trying to'gain attention 
under false pretences.

SECRETARY-TREASURERS 
REPORT 
For year ending December 3ist ,1945 
Ladies and Gentemen: 

In commencing my Report to you 
just a year ago, I expressed the hope 
that before another year had alpsed, 
we might hope that the terrible con- 
flict that was then raging, might be 
over. This fervent prayer of us all has 
been granted and we are once again 
at peace throughout the world. 

Looking back on this period of only 
a few months ago, I often wonder if 
we sufficiently appreciate to any- 
thing like the full extent, the good 
fortune that has been granted us in 
the favourable termination of that 
awful struggle. Our first thoughts of 
thankfullness go. forth for the safe 
return of our loved ones and our 
heartfelt gratitude to those who gave 
their all so that this glorious victory 
might be ours, It seems to‘'me when 
we think back on some of our worries 
during the five and a half years . of 
war, that it was made possible fo 
come through so successfully, that 
the ‘worries that some of us are ap- 
parently carrying today, shrink to 
practical insignificance in comparison 
to those through which we have 
come through, That proverbial ‘chip’ 
that so many of us carry might well 
be shaken off at this time and all our 
efforts put forward in an earnest en- 
deavour to make a bigger and better 
community in a true co-operative 
spirit both in relation to our own 
private affairs and to those of our 
lecal administration. 

“The Town of Wainwright has again 
had a most successful yéar financial- 
ly and perhaps the largest cash bal- 
ance of all time has been _ recorded. 
This ig probably mainly due to un- 
spent appropriations of the different 
departments caused mainly by being 
unable t6 procure suitable conditions 
for thé expenditure of certain sums. 
From the administration standpoint 
the surplus*carried forward is most 
gratifying as a reserve of this nature 
inspires confidence at this time wheh 
future conditions are so uncertain. 

The assessed value of property in 
town is on a steady uprise and with 
the new properties assessabel during 
the current year the collectable re- 
venue will show a  gsubstantial™ in- 
crease. The Financial Statement as 
submitted by the Auditors is in a 
very concise form and is set up in a 
very clear way and easily wunder- 
standable to all ratepayers. It is not 
my intention. at this time to confuse 
you with an array of figures as the 
several reports that are to follow 
will in all probability be duplicating 
the most of the figures that I might 
give you at this time, When the Fin- 
ancial Statement is brought forward 
for your discussion I shall consider 
it a privilege to answer any question 
in relation to same of which I may 
have the knowledge. 

In conclusion I would like to take 
this opportunity of expressing my 
thanks to all those who have given 
me their co-operation in the conduct 
of affairs through the town office 
and I would also like to pay a tribute 
to your Mayor and Council for the 
harmonious way they have conducted 
the affairs of the Town throughout 
1945,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens and Ratepayers of 
the Town of Wainwright, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

As another Annual Meeting rolls 
around it is again my duty and priv- 
ilege to report once more for the 
Finance Committee of the Town of 
Wainwright, I will not dwell at any 
length on the financial statement as 
you have that before you, and the 


substantial ‘cash surplus in compari- 


Son with that of the previous year, 
‘all committets having kept with 
r allocations and receipts having 
exceeded our expectations. Since the 
cessation of hostilities our orts, 
together with those of the. entire 
Council, have been directed ; 
future development, which ludes 
aviation, a Peace Memorial ahd a 
water and sewage system and rehab- 
ilitation all of which are very worthy. 
projects and must of necesstiy re- 
ceive serious consideration by the 
ratepayers. 
* Karly in April I was appointed a 
committee to investigate the possibi- 
lity of arranging for an air-strip on 
some suitable town property. - Avia- 
tion has since been added as a part of 
the program of the Finance Commit- 
.tee, Later I was delegated to attend 
an Air Conference being held in the 
city»ef Edmonton, sponsored by the 
Edmonton Chamber of Commerce, I 
regret to say that thus far actual 
construction has not been possible 
for various reasons. Firstly, we do 
not own sufficient land on which to 
construct a commercial field. Sec- 
ondly, the cost would run into several 
thousands of dollars, Furthermore, 
the-qynsettled condition prevailing 
between the Government and privat- 
ely owned companies. This-lack of 
agreément makes for some hesitancy 
before spending any substantial 
amount of money, 

However we have been successful 
in having the inspectors from the 
Department: of Transport look over 
.our available property and I am 
ple to say that they have draft- 
plan for a commercial air field 
east of town, and this plan has been 
approved by Ottawa, We have been 
making negotiations with the Domin- 
ion Government and have reason to 
believe that we may receive consid- 
erable assistance along these lines 
with both men and machinery. 

Much interest is evident in flying 
clubs and priyate aviation. This type 
of flying does not require any exten- 
sive airport, but can operate on any 
level piece of ground, clear of ob- 
structions, and should the necessity 
arise we would be glad to assist any 
flying club or other parties who would 
organize to carry,on this work. 

With regard to the Peace Memor- 
ial, we have agreed to contribute 
$10,000.00 when a like amount has 
been raised through public subscrip-. 
tion! This arnount is already on hand 
and will be made available when re- 
quired, A substantial portion of this 
$10,000.00 {8 in bonds, war savings 
certificates and the balance can be 
made up from surplus carryover. 
Therefore, no future tax assessment 
will be necessaty to raise any part of 
this money, I should like to take this 
opportunity to commend the Peace 
Memorial committee for their splen- 
did effort thus far and trust they will 
be successful in bringing this‘to the 
desired conclusion, ‘ 

Lastly and I think the most impor- 
tant question of all the water and 
sewage system, plans for which will 
be placed before the priority rate- 
payers in the ‘very near future, for 
their approval, My comments on this 
are, of course, purely relevant to tht’ 
financial end of it, The only tax will 
be a frontage tax and those who do 
not have the advantage of this con- 
venience will not be taxed for any 
part of the debenture payment. ‘We! 
have reason to believe our debentures 
can be readily sold and that the sys- 
tem will be self-liquidating. I am 
sure there is no need to stress what 
a great benefit it will be to the Town 
and sincerely solicit your whole- 
hearted support when the by-law 
which will make it possible is sub- 
mitted to the electors. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the 
Mayor and Council and ratepayers 
for their kind cooperation and-whole- 
hearted support during the ‘year.

Wainwright -was 
judged second most efficient fire 
protected town in the province, with 
a population up to five thousand, 

The chief Fire Inspector for West- 
ern military camps made a_ very 
thorough check-up of the park camp 
on Jan: 11th and 12th, 1946 after 
which he called on your committee, 
and looked over our fire equipment 
with the result that an understanding 
wag clarified in the event of major 
fires threatening either the town or 
camp whereby all equipment would 
be pressed into service. 

The electric light and power ser- 

vice in Wainwright has been very 
good, congideririg the heavy peak 
demands under strained conditions, 
The stand-by gas unit fully justified 
its existence both in and out of town, 
a good many times in emergencies 
during the past year. Ag soon as 
conditions and material get back to 
normal your committee would con- 
sider recommending a few more 
street lights. At this time we wish to 
extend our thanks and appreciation 
to Mr. Stevenson, Superintendent of 
Calgary Power Co. and his staff. 
Also to Mr. E, Turner, for his co-op- 
eration in the temporary service ren- 
dered at the Ist of July celebration, 
and erection of colored ights during 
Christmas and New Years season, 
These seasonal extras are greatly 
appreciated by town and district. 
* No major interruptions have been 
made in the gas service for the past 
year, but, you never know andas a 
precaution in the event of a stoppage 
of gas flow, to warn.consumers and 
prevent accidents, the Wainwright 
Gas Co, with consent of council, has 
instituted a set of signals to be given 
over the town fire siren, Particulars 
have been printed on a tag and mailed 
to each consumer. These should be 
carefully read and. attached ' to tHe 
meter or some suitable place for 
future reference in cage of such an 
emergency.
